could at once issue a fresh edition, omitting 
the copyright portion, and snap his fingers at 
authorand authorized publisher, and as many 
of the ten commandments as may be supposed 
to touch his case. If this be not good law, it 
is, at any rate, according to Lord Desart, the 
opinion of a good lawyer. 

The nobleman in whose company we are 
privileged to discuss this matter is the editor of 
what is perhaps the most acrimonious paper 
published in England—Vanity Fair. It would 
be odd if he did not manage to import some of 
the bitterness of that print into his letter on 
copyright, which ruffles the feathers of sweeter- 
natured men than Lord Desart. Miss Edwards, 
he tells us, has missed one of the greatest 

‘ grievances of English authors. It is one of the 
greatest grievances of English authors that Mr, 
Henry James “ publishes his works over here 
and protects them in his own country while 
being protected in England by our laws.” 
Lord Desart doubtless means Mr. Henry 
James, Jr., but so great a nobleman cannot be 
expected to be exact in so little a matter as the 
distinction between the father who is not a 
novelist and the son who is. I am sure Mr. 
Henry James, Jr., whose affection for England 
is as undeniable as his popularity in England, 
will be distressed to learn that his method of 
publishing his novels constitutes one of the 
greatest grievances of English authors. Itisa 
little difficult to see what injury he does them. 
The fact that his books are copyrighted in Eng- 
land does not, I suppose, increase their circu- 
lation or lessen the circulation of other books. 
In so far as he spoils anybody’s market, the 
mischief he does has nothing to do with copy- 
right. Even Lord Desart, if he had taken the 
trouble to rewrite his sentence and say what he 
really meant, would not have made his accusa- 
tion so personal and so burdensome to poor 
Mr. James individually. Lord Desart intended 
to say that the state of the law under which 
such an advantage is possible to Mr. James 
living in England, and not possible to an Eng- 
lish author living. or not living, in America, 
is a grievance. That is a proposition from 
which nobody but a publisher would dissent. 
It may gratify Lord Desart to know that even 
in these exceptional circumstances the English 
publisher has, in one or two instances, found 
means to turn these circumstances to his own 
profit. But that isa subject too delicate for 
publicity. It is well understood that a pub- 
lisher, whether English or American, is en- 
titled to deal as he pleases with authors, and 
to be exempt from all criticism in respect of 
such dealings. 





Tue International Literary Congress meets 
in Vienna in September next. Emil Augier 
will preside over the deliberations of the body,

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PROF. PAYNE’S EXPLANATION. 


In justice to Professor Payne we print here. 
with his letter to the 77idune, dated Ann Arbor 
Mich., Aug. 5, in reply to Mr. Oscar Brown. 
ing’s charges (see page 163): 

“ Sir: I have noticed the remarks of your Lon. 
don correspondent relative to my connection 
with ‘A Short History of Education,’ and the 
only explanation I deem necessary is a simple 
statement of facts. 

“Some six months ago I induced Mr. C, W. 
Bardeen, of Syracuse, N. Y., to reprint the arti. 
cle ‘Education,’ from the ninth edition of 
‘The Encyclopedia Britannica,’ for the use of 
my classes in this university. The origina} 
matter consisted of two articles, one bearing 
the initials ‘O. B,’ and the other the initials ‘ F. 
R.’ In the form in which it was reproduced 
this matter made sixty-five pages. To this] 
added thirty pages, in the form of an Introduc. 
tion, Notes, and References,anda Bibliography, 
and to the whole I gave this tithke—‘A Short 
History of Education; being a reprint of the 
article ‘‘ Education,” from the ninth edition of 
“The Encyclopedia Britannica;” Zdited, with an 
Introduction, Notes, and References, and a 
Bibliography, by W. H. Payne.’ This declara- 
tion, that the body of the publication is a re. 
print from ‘The Encyclopedia Britannica,’ is 
twice explicitly repeated in the Introduction 
(pp. 12, 13). 

“I did not publish Mr. Browning's name be- 
cause he did not attach his name to the original 
article. I assumed that he had good reasons 
for using only his initials, and I did not feel at 
liberty to meddle with the text. When itis said 
that ‘ Mr. Browning’s name does not occur from 
cover to cover,’ it should be recollected that the 
same thing is true of the article in ‘ The Ency- 
clopzedia Britannica.’ At this point my whole 
responsibility ends. As to the form of the pub- 
lication—its size, type, and binding—I had ab- 
solutely nothing to do, not even by way of 
suggestion. All I expected was a cheap pam- 
phlet. When I saw that it was bound, | was 
surprised; and when I observed my name on 
the cover I was mortified. Knowing Mr. Brown- 
ing’s wishes as I do at this writing, I regret that 
his name does not occupy a very prominent 
place in the volume in question; and if a second 
edition shall be issued, I shall take a sincere 
pleasure in supplying this omission.”
